The narliaments in the west and 
south were formed on the basis of unjust aad unbearable election

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“The SED demands the immediate formation of a Central Administra- 
tion with Central Departments in preparaticn for a Central Govern~- 
ment in accordance with the Potsdam Agreement. A general German 
administration is indisnenssble today. Besides those derartments 
named in the Potsdam Agreement, the following eight departments 
should be included: Economic Planning, Agricultural Planning, 
Education, Health, Justice, and General Adrinistrative."

The above proposal is to be presented to the Allied Control Council. 
The second part of the TEEOLUELON is concerned with the economic 


recovery of Germany: 


"In the west there is an economic crisis, a food crisis in the in- 
dustrial areas, and great unemployment. The reasons are: 


a) There has been no sericus cleaning uv3 the Nazis, war criminals, 
and the Reichsnuhrstand are still une tTOneng. 


b) The big estates have not been expropriated; consequently, a 
regulated food policy is imrossible. 


¢) The trusts, mononolies, and big banks have not been destroyed, 


so it is still too early to sneak of a veaceful develonment in 
Germany.
